Five Major Step* in Building 
The Dwelling Data Bade 
To 1701-02

WASHINGTON 
C R O S S I N G 
PARK, Apr. 18 — The Thompson- 
Neely House, where for a period 
of two months a loan exhibit of 
early American pieces Is taking 
place, baa aa Interesting history. 
The dwelling, home of successive 
owners cd the mill nearby, gains 
Its historical Importance from the 
part It played In events surrounding 
the heroic action of George Wash­ 
ington at Trenton on Christmas 
night, 177$. 
According to G. Edwin Brum­ 
baugh, architect, "at the time the 
house was two-thlrda IU present 
atle, a little above the average 
farm-house In architectural quali­ 
ty. and thoroughly typical of 18th 
century Bucks county. Prior to the 
present restoration, the building 
had passed through five major 
stages, or steps, In the history of 
Its construction, In addition to con­ 
siderable minor re-butldlng. Three 
of the major Maps had occurred 
before 1776; first the one-story 
stone cabin of John Pidcock (now 
the central kitchen), second, the

Maybe they 
felt compelled to wtile as they 
did to get red censors to pass let­ 
ters which would tell tlieir loved 
ones they were alive. It is true, 
also, of those prisoners who 
broadcast 
red 
germ 
warfare 
charges. These men, in most 
tases, were victims of “brain­ 
washing”. 
The best description of the 
hideous atrocity of “brain-wash­ 
ing” appeared in .the interview* 
with John D. Hayes, Presbyter­ 
ian missionary in Chirp who was 
its victim, in a recent issue of the 
U. S. News and World Report. 
It does not include outright phys- 
ical torture. Its dazed victims are 
interrogated three to nine hours 
a day fur IO weeks, until the dis­ 
tinction between falsehood and 
truth breaks down and all sense 
of reality is lost. In Mr. Hayes* 
words: 
. . You cannot tell which is 
which . . . It should be called 
hrain-wringiug It is a grinding 
on you ana your sense of moral 
values, so intense and severe, that 
I told the court a couple of times 
I would rather la* wL pped tluui 
go on with this kind of question­ 
ing . . . 
“This has thrown new light 
for me upon confessions made by 
those outstanding churchmen in 
Europe. In their daze, they think 
they are confessing tile truth . . . 
When I saw the pictures of the 
men giving their testimony re­ 
garding tike germ warfare in 
Korea, I saw in their faces that 
they were in the exact position I 
had been in . • • They think they 
are saying the truth.*’ 
In America, psychiatry tries to 
heal sick souls. In the commun­ 
ist world, it is used to carry on 
Marxist warfare against the in­ 
most recesses of tile human per­ 
sonality, to invade five final cita­ 
del of human dignity and free­ 
dom. Free world psychiatrists 
lack experience in treating th** 
aftereffects of such “brain-wash­ 
ing”. But one thing is certain: 
To condemn its dazed victims 
might destroy all hopes of restor­ 
ing them to normal.

it should be. No economic segment 
—business, labor or agriculture— 
should enjoy preferential treatm ent 
in a free enterprise economy, but 
the windows of the White House 
are no longer shuttered from the 
business point of view, and Lafay­ 
ette Park is no longer a moat. 
“The Administration program, to 
date, reflects the expressed will of 
the taxpayers for a thritty, decon­ 
trolled, Incentive economy and a 
prudent foreign policy*.
